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Bright Future Thanks to Lighthouse Fund

Almost 100 people gathered at the YMCA in 
Mattapoisett on Friday, September 7 for the Fourth 
Annual Taste of the Tri-Town. The annual event is 
organized by the ORR Tri-Town Education Foundation, 
which maintains the Lighthouse Fund, an endowment 
that awards grants to teachers and students for 
educational projects that reach beyond the normal 
curriculum. 

"It enhances the education of the students of the 
Tri-Town. We give grants to students and teachers for 
projects to further their learning," said Event Organizer 
Deb Martin. 

"The teachers can work with students or do it 
collaboratively with other teachers," said Kim Frink, 
Chairman of the Lighthouse Fund. 

He said they have given out grants for 16 different 
projects so far, across a variety of disciplines. The annual 
total of the grants is about four percent of the entire fund, 
which has about $150,000 in its coffers. 

"My goal is to have this be a million-dollar 
endowment. Then we could give up to $40,000 a year. If 
we could give more substantial grants, more people will 
apply," Frink said. 

Since 2008, the Lighthouse Fund has given about 
$20,000 in grants to Tri-Town schools. In 2008, teacher 
Kevin Tavares of Old Hammondtown School received a 
grant to create a hydroponic garden to teach his students 
about how many plants don't need soil in which to 
survive. A year later, Roger Botelho of Old Rochester 
Regional Junior High School received a grant for his 
"Clickers in the Classroom" program, which afforded 
each of his students with remote devices that allowed 
them to give him instant feedback on his daily lessons. 

Last year, Diane LeRoy a third grade teacher at 
Center School, received a grant to organize "Yoga in the 
Classroom." The program utilizes basic principles of yoga 
to enhance the health and focus of students. 

"It evolved from us doing individual yoga

practices ourselves. Then we realized there was 
programming you can take," LeRoy said. "It teaches you 
how to use yoga positions during movement breaks." 

Practicing yoga calms the students while 
energizing their brains by increasing the flow of oxygen in 
their bodies. 

"Kids really like it," she said. 

"I think it's a great program," said Robin 
Rounesville, who serves on both the RMS and ORR school 
committees. "The fact that we have such an endowment 
is wonderful. Seeing the grants funding the different 
projects is great. You get to see teachers do things they 
may not otherwise be able to." 

Patrons of the Taste of the Tri-Town enjoyed a 
variety of food from 20 local restaurants and eateries, 
from pizza to sushi, all of which was donated. In addition, 
the live music for the evening was provided by three Old 
Rochester Regional High School students, who played a 
selection of jazz and old pop standards. 

"It's amazing to see how the local people have 
helped," said Martin. "Seeing the community socialize 
together, it's a very diverse group of people. It's amazing 
to see how generous people are."

of mosquitoes carrying the illness turned up in both 
Rochester and Mattapoisett. The summer of 2012 has 
brought one of the highest concentrations of harmful 
mosquitoes to the state in history. 

"This is the worst it has been because it's not only 
concentrated in our area, but it's populated throughout 
the state/' said Marion and Rochester Health Officer 
Karen Walega. "It's an historic year for the mosquitoes." 

The first positive sample of EEE mosquitoes 
turned up on Friday, September 7 in Mattapoisett. The 
Massachusetts Department of Health sampled several 
pools of mosquitoes in town when they found mosquitoes 
carrying the illness. The second positive sample of EEE 
was found in a horse stable in Rochester on Monday, 
September 10. 

"Having a confirmed horse with EEE really kicks 
everything up a few notches," said Walega. "Having EEE 
in the horse population makes it very easy for it to be 
transferred to humans." 

EEE is a rare but serious illness spread by the bite 
of an infected mosquito. The illness can affect people of all 
ages, but those under the age of 15 and over the age of 50 
are at the greatest risk. 

So far this summer, there have been three human 
cases of EEE detected. Most recently, a girl under the age 
of 18 was hospitalized last week and is fighting the illness. 
A Worcester man in his 70s died from EEE in August. 

In order to prevent mosquito bites, residents are 
urged to stay indoors and curtail all outdoor activities 
during peak mosquito hours from dusk until dawn. 
Additionally, strong repellants as well as long pants and 
sleeves should be worn while outdoors. Any standing 
water on any property should be drained and all screens 
should be repaired if there are holes.

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The Plymouth County Mosquito Control will be 
conducting a ground spraying from the hours of 3:00 am 
to 6:00 am in Rochester and in Mattapoisett on Friday, 
September 14, weather permitting. Both towns will be 
sprayed in their entirety, school included. 

Residents should continue taking precautions 
until the first hard frost of the season when a large 
majority of the mosquitoes will be killed off. That frost 
usually occurs in late October or early November.

Cranberry Harvest on the Horizon

September in the Tri-Town means a lot of things: 
fewer days on the beach, more days in the classroom and 
the cranberry harvest. This month, scores of cranberry 
growers will be flooding their bogs, shaking the vines and 
collecting the tart, red treats that go into everything from 
cranberry sauce to juice. 

While this year seems promising, local farmers 
say there's no beating the haul for 2011. 

"This year was decent. Probably down from last 
year, which was tough to beat. I won't know until I see 
the numbers when we pick them," said one farmer from 
his bog on Dexter Lane in Rochester, who spoke on a

condition of anonymity. 

"Last year was my best year ever/' said Tom 
Gayoski, who owns a bog on Burgess Avenue in 
Rochester. He's been farming cranberries since he was 17 
years old and helping his grandparents on their farms in 
Carver. 

"It was a combination of the weather and Mother 
Nature. There were lots of other growers who had 
excellent crops as well," said Gayoski. 

The competition in the area is stiff, with dozens 
of farms scattered around the region. Gayoski manages a 
27-acre farm, but some other farmers have over 200 acres 
of berries. Most of the crops will be shipped to Ocean 
Spray, in Middleboro, but many farmers sell their berries 
to independent cranberry processors. But in the last few 
years, the number of farms has been on the decline. 

"Cranberries have to grow in the right area with 
a lot of water," Gayoski said. "Drainage can be an issue. 
Because of DEP regulations, it makes it harder to make a 
bog." 

while the Midwest of the United States has been 
stricken with one of the worst droughts in history. New 
England's cranberry crop should be strong due to the 
irrigation systems that are required for a healthy bog. 

Local cranberry farmers will be harvesting their 
product at the end of September, with some farmers 
continuing into the middle of October.

Low Turnout for Ascertainment Hearing 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

Only two residents showed up to ask questions 
for the Ascertainment Hearing at the Mattapoisett Board 
of Selectmen's regular meeting on Tuesday, September 
11 in the Mattapoisett Library. The hearing was held to 
hear resident's concerns regarding the upcoming five- 
year contract that the town will be signing with Comcast 
regarding cable television access. 

Both residents expressed a desire to inquire 
the possibility of getting basic cable while also getting 
some cable channels a la carte. They are not interested in 
paying for the 15 - 20 channels that they do not use. 

"Is there any way we can unbundle some of the 
channels a la carte instead of paying an exorbitant fee?" 
asked Mattapoisett resident Herb Webb. 

There were no Comcast representatives on site to 
answer questions; however, a stenographer recorded the 
questions to bring back to the company so they can keep 
them in mind during contract negotiations. Mattapoisett 
signed a contract with Comcast in 2008 for five years. In 
2013, they will need to renew their contract. 

In other news, the Board approved a motocross 
event to be held on October 28, 2012 at the Mattapoisett 
Landfill. After a successful event last spring, Bruce Rocha, 
Jr. is hoping to repeat the event in the fall and potentially

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"What Mr. Lawrence would like to do is, in the 
location where the grass island was supposed to be, he is 
proposing to put an array of solar panels,'' said Planning 
Board Chairman Arnold Johnson. 

There were five conditions placed on the land 
from a Planning Board decision dating back to the mid- 
1990s for other proposed work on the site. The array 
would not be located on the same parcel as Lawrence's 
home. The piece of land proposed for the panels, which 
is less than two acres, is located on a private, unpaved 
roadway. 

"If someone comes in and wants to make a 
modification of a plan that was previously created, we 
have to have a discussion about it and figure out if we 
need to have a modification hearing," Johnson said. 

The previous Planning Board did not approve the 
construction of a solar panel array. The site of the panels 
was originally approved to remain a grass circle. 

"I don't want to change anything, I just want 
to use the grass circle to place the solar array," said Bob 
Lawrence. 

Planning Board member Gary Florindo said that 
since the array wasn't included in the original plans, the 
Board would need to review whether or not Lawrence 
needs to have a modification hearing. 

"I'm fine with whatever we need to do," 
Lawrence said. 

"I'm fine with you putting up the solar panels, I 
just need to make sure we get the paperwork right," said 
Johnson. 

Town Administrator John Charbonneau 
suggested that Lawrence apply for approval to have 
the array be considered to be a minor modification, 
which would streamline the amount of paperwork and 
simplify the process for construction of the array. Since 
the roadway is private and unpaved, it is unlikely major 
developments would be implemented in the future. 

The Planning Board voted in favor of the project, 
to be considered as a minor modification to the previously 
approved proposal. The Board also ruled that, should the 
array come into disrepair or disuse, the panels are to be 
removed at the landowner's expense. 
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In other business, Johnson said that the Rochester 
Conservation Commission saw conflict with allowing the 
storage of concrete materials on Cranberry Highway. The 
Planning Board is waiting for a report from the highway 
surveyor before issuing a decision. 

John Charbonneau noted that TRC 
Environmental, the company looking to install a 
15,000-panel solar array near Little Quittacas Pond, has 
not provided a solid landscaping plan for the project. He 
also said that they have not provided a required traffic 
study in order to determine the vehicular activity of the 
area before construction begins. 

"This has been like pulling teeth with these 
guys,'' Johnson said. 
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The Planning Board will not approve the solar 
panel project unless their application is complete. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
will be on Tuesday, September 25 at 7:00 pm at the Town 
Hall. 

Grand View Avenue: Continued 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

The Mattapoisett Conservation Commission held 
their first meeting of the month in front of a packed Town 
Hall conference room on Monday, September 10. 

The first hearing of the evening was in regard to 
a Notice of Intent filed by Kenneth Pacheco, for property 
owned by Brandt Island Road Realty Trust. Pacheco is 
proposing the construction of a single-family home at 
Brandt Point Village. 

Al Loomis of McKenzie Engineering Group 
represented Pacheco during the meeting. 

"This project has been before Natural Heritage 
and a permit has been issued for it/' Loomis said. "It's 
what you have seen in the development in the entire set of 
plans. We showed grading for the entire site so we could 
show how it would drain. It's a single-family dwelling 
with a driveway off the main road." 

He said that the septic system is still under 
construction but is being installed in phases, with 
permission of the Department of Environmental 
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Protection. 

Chairman Peter Newton was concerned that if the 
location of the house changes, the grading would have to 
change. Loomis said they have no intention of changing 
the shape or location of the home and they would 
welcome that directive written into an order of conditions. 

The Conservation Commission voted in favor of 
the project. 

Next, the Commission heard from Dave 
Davignon of Schneider and Associates on behalf of 
William and Sophia Macropoulos of 12 Howard Beach. 
They filed a Notice of Intent in conjunction with a 
proposal to repair large sections of a concrete seawall by 
installing a one-foot-thick steel reinforced cap over the top 



and sides of the wall. 

"We began the project back in the winter time. We 
came before the Commission and engaged a discussion 
about how we wanted to go about the repair," Davignon 
said. "We're intending to pour a 12-inch concrete pad 
over top and extending the base deep enough that, should 
a storm take out the sand, they'll be well-protected." 

Davignon added that the repairs could not begin 
until the existing structure is licensed by Chapter 91 
Waterways. Macropoulos would also like to construct a 
small shed for utility storage. 

The Commission felt that the extension of the 
base of the wall would constitute as a new project. 

"Mr. Macropoulos wants to point out that the 
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concrete did originally extend to where we're going/' 
Davignon said. 

"It would be appropriate to call this a 
reconstruction if it went out to the existing piling/' said 
Chairman Peter Newton, but was skeptical that they 
could prove that it originally extended further. The 
project did not have a DEP file number as of the time 
of the meeting, so the hearing was continued until the 
September 24 meeting. 

"We have a couple weeks, so we can figure out 
exactly where this thing ended," said Newton. 

Then the Commission held a continued hearing 
for a Notice of Intent filed by Mattapoisett Board of Water 
and Sewer Commissioners. The Commissioners are

proposing construction of a low-pressure sanitary sewer 
on Cove Street. 

The project would serve 28 homes in the Point 
Connet area of town. 

"The grinder pumps would be located in the 
homes and not in the ground/' said Patrick Sheridan of 
engineers Tighe & Bond, because the project is located 
near a barrier beach. The law does not allow for the 
building of solid structures at a barrier beach. 

He noted a few minor corrections made to the 
plans since their last meeting, including property line 
adjustments. 

Commission member Ken Dawicki said that 
he would prefer turning the decision over to the DEP 
because he felt that the plan was calling for the building 
for solid structures at a barrier beach. 

"\ don't feel comfortable making that decision. I 
don't feel that this Commission can make a determination 
on this project," Dawicki said. 

Commission member Mike King echoed 
Dawicki' s position of allowing the DEP to render a 
decision on the future of the project. 

Sheridan said that the language in the regulations 
does not specify a definition of a "structure that would 
inhibit the movement of a barrier beach." He argued that 
the construction of homes, utility poles, and roads could 
be seen as impediments to the movement of a barrier 
beach. 

"I don't think it's fair for this commission to reject 
the project in order to pass it on to the DEP," Sheridan 
said. 

The Commission voted in favor of the project, 
with Dawicki as the lone dissenting voice. 

Next, the Conservation Commission held a 
continued hearing regarding a Notice of Intent filed by 
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Diane L. D'Orlando of 52 Pico Beach Road. Davignon 
represented D' Orlando, who would like to install two 
100-gallon propane tanks for a single-family home, to be 
used for heating. 

"We discussed at the last meeting two things. 
One was whether a concrete pad could be substituted 
with different materials, such as timbers. The other was 
regarding getting a permit for the tanks. [Permitting 
authority] Fire Chief said that the tanks absolutely have to 
be on concrete pads,'' said Davignon. 

He also said that an abutter had requested that 
the tanks be relocated to a different side of the property. 

The Conservation Commission voted 
unanimously in favor of the plans as presented. 
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Davignon then represented Michael T. Huguenin 
and Sharon Chown regarding their Notice of Intent 
to construct a pier for access into Buzzards Bay for 
recreational boating, fishing and swimming. An existing 
stone jetty would be used for the landward side of the 
pier, while a pile-supported timber pier would make up 
the seaward end. 

"I have submitted an outline of the changes that 
have occurred [since the last meeting],'' said Davignon. 
'The jetty will be removed in its entirety and then 
rebuilt/' 

"The Army Corps of Engineers signed off on the 
project," he said. 

"We mentioned it in the last meeting that pier 
will be threatened in a storm," said Commission member 
Tom Copps. 

Davignon said he sent the plans to the 
Harbormaster, who saw no conflicts. 

The Commission voted in favor of the project. 

Next, the Conservation Commission held a 
continued public hearing regarding a Notice of Intent 
filed by Dean Withrow, who would like to build a single- 
family house, with driveway and well, on Grand View 
Avenue. 

Dave Davignon represented Withrow at the 
meeting. The project was met with some contention from 
abutters regarding water views and drainage problems in 
the neighborhood. 
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He noted that they will install the drainage 
structures first before a building permit for the home is 
issued. He indicated a bold-faced note printed on the 
plans offering two different options for the drainage 
problems and allowing for the abutting family, the 
Hendersons, to decide which option was best. 

One idea would use a larger drainage pipe that 
would cross over the Hendersons' property line, while the 
other plan would use a smaller diameter pipe that would 
not encroach upon their property. 

"This area is a mess. It's a mess because nothing 
was complied with. Tonight you don't have a good plan 
to act on," said Robert Moore, attorney for the Henderson 
family. He cited the changes in the purpose of the land, 
from being solely for drainage to being the location of a 
home, as problematic. 

"What we've done is take the original drainage 
basin that was proposed and we've elongated it. And 
we've made it 1.8 times larger than originally proposed," 
said Davignon. 

"What's in front of us now is what we're here to 
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hear, strictly on conservation issues. We're here to strictly 
speak about the Wetlands Protection Act/' He felt some 
of the discussion was more appropriate for the Zoning 
Board of Appeals. 

Davignon said that after the first public hearing, 
they submitted a solution to the drainage issue, at which 
point the Hendersons hired legal counsel. He said they 
created another alternative to the drainage problem, but 
they were unable to come to an accord. 

''We're at a point where we can't do anything 
else. Without their authority to go onto their property, 
we can't proceed with what needs to be fixed," Davignon 
said. 

"This looks to me to be like a project that will 
never satisfy the people it really needs to satisfy," said 
Newton. 

"I have had a chance to walk the property, looked 
at the plans, and I watched the video from a couple 
weeks ago. I noticed the placement of the wells, which 
have to be at least 10 feet from a property line or five 
feet from a structure and neither well on this property 
complies," said Al Ewing of Ewing Engineering, whom 
the Hendersons hired to consult on the project. 

Newton said that the wells were a Board of 
Health issue. 

"We have either an incomplete or invalid 
project without the consent of all the landowners," said 
Commission member Bob Rogers. 
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Davignon requested a continuance so that he 
and the abutters can continue to work together to find an 
agreement. The Commission unanimously granted the 
continuance. 

Next, the Commission heard from Tony Almeida, 
on behalf of many Grand View Avenue residents, who 
presented a letter signed by the abutters, requesting 
the construction of retention basins and installation of 
new fill around lots 77, 78 and 80 in order to rectify non- 
compliance issues. 

Newton said that the Commission has a new 
conservation agent who would be able to work with 
Almeida to determine the best course of action. 

Then, the Commission heard from Davignon on 
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behalf of Daniel and Laurie DaRosa, continuing a hearing 
regarding a Notice of Intent to install coconut fiber 
envelopes of sand along a coastal bank near 1 Goodspeed 
Island. They would also be planting native grasses and 
shrubs in the area. 

"Since our last meeting, I w^as requested by the 
Commission to come up with a maintenance plan of 
the proposed coastal bank project,'' Davignon said after 
handing out a first-draft of the plan to the Commission. 

His proposal included where staging equipment 
would be kept, the type of storm event that could 
require maintenance and suggestions for reconstruction 
materials. 

While the project is overall well-intentioned, 
Peter Newton did not feel it was necessary, and as the 
applicant cannot demonstrate a need for the project, the 
Commission should not vote to approve it. 

''We've had 100 years of beach there and it looks 
like we'll have 100 more years of beach," Newton said. 

"The beach didn't move much when [Hurricane] 
Bob came through," said Ken Dawicki. 

"The only real erosion problem comes along the 
pedestrian walkway, which can be alleviated by building 
a raised walking platform. But there's very little evidence 
that erosion is a big problem in the area. What you're 
suggesting is removing the material that's there and 
fundamentally changing the landscape. I just don't think 
it's necessary," he said. 
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'It's not going to change the wave action 
near the house. It's not going to change the flooding 
characteristics. What he wants to do is put into place 
measures to make sure the coastal bank doesn't get closer 
to his house. And frankly, there's no evidence to support 
that," said Newton. 

A few members of the Commission also took 
issue with the inclusion of PVC-coated wire mesh 
material as part of the plans. 

"A lot of people don't feel that it's biodegradable. 
Many communities have outlawed it," Newton said. 

"In my opinion, he's trying to enhance and 
beautify the bank under the regulations that he can only 
do it for prevention of erosion. He's not doing it for 
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The Mattapoisett Animal Hospital is 
welcoming a new, full-time veterinarian 
to its practice.

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protection of his dwelling/' said Bob Rogers. 

"I really don't know how I feel about it. I 
don't think I can make a decision on this. I don't feel 
comfortable with the benefits or the denial of it," said 
Dawicki. 

The Commission did not vote in favor of the plan. 
Two members voted in favor, two voted against, and 
Dawicki abstained. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission will be on Monday, September

First Meeting, No Decisions 

Marion Capital Improvement Planning Committee

The Marion Capital Improvement Planning 
Committee met on Thursday, September 6 for the first 
time in almost two months. The Committee did not post 
their meeting agenda with enough legal notice, leaving 
them unable to vote on any matters they discussed. 

The Committee began by discussing the 
acquisition of project forms that must be completed by 
town departments in order for those projects to be green 
lit. In the past, many departments have not filled out the 
required paperwork in an adequate frame of time for 
review and approval. 

Chairman Norman Hills highlighted the need for 
better communication between the Committee and the 
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other groups of the town government. 

''What we talked about last spring was being 
better about getting in touch with everybody when we 
have to so they know what's expected of them/' Hills 
said. 

"What I'd hate to have happen is us bringing 
in those committees and having to give them verbal 
instructions on how to fill out a form," said Committee 
member Ted North. 

"We can start lining people up in October to get 
this done," Hills said. 

The Committee plans on speaking with Town 
Administrator Paul Dawson for the best way to address 
the issues with getting completed project forms back in a 
timely manner. 

North then updated the Committee on the 
funding situations of several projects that have been 
completed or are near completion in the last few years. 

"This seems to be pushing the limit as far as cash 
flow is concerned," he said. "We don't have a lot to work 
with. And that's before any of the big stuff." 

The town is looking at a considerable cost for 
renovating Sippican School, while the future of the 
Marion Town House is uncertain. The town faces the very 
expensive option of improving on the existing structure 
or building a new hall. North added that the recent sewer 
project also added a big financial burden to the town. 

The next meeting of the Marion Capital 
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Improvement Planning Committee will be on September 
20 at 7:00 pm at Marion Music Hall. 

OHS to Serve School Breakfast 

Mattapoisett School Committee

Starting October 1, students at Old 
Hammondtown School will have the opportunity to 
eat breakfast in the cafeteria prior to the school day. 
The school serves grades four, five and six and has 212 
students: 75 in grade four, 71 in grade five and 66 in grade 
6. The idea is to prepare students nutritionally for the 
school day, including those qualifying for free or reduced 
meals. 

The School Committee heard a presentation by 
Mattapoisett Recreation Director Jeremy Collier, who 
gave a one to five year plan, which included creating new 
tennis courts adjacent to Old Hammondtown School. 

"Our plan is to have tennis courts at all three 
schools," said Collier. 

"Mattapoisett is underserved in tennis courts," 
said board member Gerald Johnson. "In the summer 
you have to go to Tabor Academy or a public court in 
Marion." 

Collier came before the School Committee 
because he plans to propose a renovation of the existing 
tennis courts adjacent to Center School to the town and 
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wanted the approval of the Committee. The school uses 
the courts on a regular basis, but not for playing tennis. 

"The courts also serve as a barrier to the street, 
providing a useful space for students to use during the 
school day," said Collier. 

In other business, the Committee approved two 
fundraisers from OHS Band Director Paul Halpainy who 
told the board that the band needs new uniforms. 

"Our current uniforms are over twenty years old 
and are stored in boxes which create musty smell each 
time we bring them out ... it's time for new uniforms and 
we will raise the money via a fundraiser, without asking 
for funds from the school budget," said Halpainy. 

Halpainy also requested approval for an annual 
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fundraiser, similar to Sippican Schoors Band Blast, held in 
June, close to the school year end. 

"We are impressed w^ith Sippican' s annual event 
and w^ant to create something similar here, possibly at 
Center School, w^ith an event that brings families together 
for a celebration,'' said Halpainy. 

The PTA also presented fundraising ideas for 
the 2012 - 2013 school year including an October family 
portrait to be taken on October 27. Photographs will be 
taken of families in 15-minute intervals. Ten photos w^ill 
be taken and the cost is $150, w^ith $50 of each session 
going to the PTA. The proofs and final photos w^ill be 
available for families to use as holiday cards or gifts. 

Other PTA fundraisers included a Kids' Night 
Out in December so that parents can do holiday shopping 
after dropping their children off at a local gymnastics 
business, w^ith a reasonable fee, and a Bingo for Books 
evening w^here prizes w^ould include books for bingo 
winners. 

In other business. Superintendent Doug White 
said that the fiscal year 2012 budget came in two percent 
under the approved budget. 

Teresa Hamm, Director of Student Services, said 
that the Tri-Town Pre-School program was under-enrolled 
and asked the committee and those in attendance to 
consider spreading the word about the program. 

"Children three to four years old can attend 
the pre-school from nine to noon, five days a week at 
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ORR High School ... we also have an extended daycare 
program from noon to three/' said Hamm. ''We have 
volunteer students from ORR who are interested in 
a career in early childhood services who help with 
the program ... any grandparents, parents, neighbors 
out there ... tell parents of young children about this 
wonderful program." 

Center School Principal, Rose Bowman, told the 
Committee that a local Mattapoisett company donated 70 
soccer balls. Half will go to OHS and the other half will 
go to Center School. Bowman said that 23 new students 
registered for school between June and the beginning of 
the school year. Open House for Center School will take 
place on Thursday, September 13 from 6:00 to 7:30 pm. 

School Committee Welcomes New Faces 

Rochester School Committee

The Rochester School Committee met for their 
first meeting of the 2012-2013 school year on the evening 
of Monday, September 10 at the Rochester Memorial 
School. Three weeks into the new school year, the 
Committee was eager to get back to work. 

"It's an exciting start to the new year," said School 
Committee Chairperson Tina Rood. "It's the third week 
and things are going very smoothly." 

Three new faces to the school district introduced 
themselves to the committee: Rochester Memorial School 
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Principal Dr. Moira Rodgers, District Technology Director 
Ryan McGee and District Facilities Director Gene Jones. 

Jones and McGee discussed the implementation 
of new computer software called ''School Dude'' that 
will help all the schools in the district keep track of 
repairs and inventory of equipment in the classrooms 
electronically. Instead of teachers and staff tracking down 
maintenance workers in the hallway, all requests for 
repairs will be submitted via email, that way the workers 
can respond in a timely manner in the order that the 
requests are received. 

"It's going to be a great system," said Jones. 

School Dude won't be the only new electronic 
addition in the Rochester School System. Dr. Rodgers 
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introduced the concept of the Backpack Express — an 
online notification system for parents to get important 
school notices electronically via email. The program will 
be optional and is still in development stages. 

McGee also discussed the addition of a 
Technology Integration Specialist — a new position that 
was created to help teachers integrate technology into 
their classrooms. The district is currently interviewing 
candidates for the position. 

"We're going to come through as a team and offer 
an added layer of support," said McGee. 

Superintendent Doug White announced that the 
2012 School Budget ended with a $2,072 surplus from a 
$5 million budget. The surplus is less than 0.5 percent of 
the total budget. The surplus, although small in terms of 
percent, marked a huge accomplishment for the town as 
it was certain they would end up in a deficit heading into 
the 2013 Fiscal Year. 

"Kudos to everybody," said White. "I'm very 

proud." 

The Rochester Memorial School's Food Budget 
also saw a large decrease in its deficit thanks to an 
increase in lunch prices and reimbursement and a 
decrease in spending. According to District Food Manager 
Caitlin Meagher, the reimbursements came from an 
increased number of children enrolling in the reduced 
lunch program. The school is in a shortfall of $1,275 as 
compared to the near $14,000 it was facing last year. 
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''That was a lot of hard work/' said Rood. 
"You've given a great effort." 

The Rochester School Committee will meet again 
on Thursday, October 4 at 6:30 pm in Rochester Town 
Hall.

the Old Rochester Regional School District. As a group 
of retired teachers of the Old Rochester Regional High 
School with over 150 years of teaching invested in the 
high school, we feel compelled to respond. 

Data for the sake of data is ill advised and a waste 
of time. However, it can be useful for targeting areas of 
concern and acknowledging areas of strength. Indeed, 
data supports that Old Rochester is not lowering its 
standards, but meeting them and even exceeding them 
in some areas. In 2010, 100 percent of students taking 
the MCAS state exam passed both the English Language 
Arts and Science and Technology MCAS exams while 
98 percent passed the Mathematics exam. In November 
of 2011, the College Board named 10 ORR students 
AP Scholars, having earned a three or better on five 
Advanced Placement exams. Additionally, the school 
district was distinguished as one of 367 schools in the 
nation and Canada for its AP programs, one of 30 cited 
in the state. These statistics indicate that students of all 
ability levels are mastering the skills and concepts needed 
to succeed. 

Old Rochester embraces the philosophy that "to 
teach all students fairly, you have to teach all students 
differently'' Teachers differentiate instruction by 
presenting new material in a multi-modal environment, 
addressing the needs of students with diverse learning 
styles. Teachers also create a variety of assessment tools 
allowing and encouraging students to demonstrate their 
knowledge in different ways. 

Old Rochester is one of the few truly inclusive 
high schools in the state, a result of the collaboration 
and support of administration, the Special Education 
Department, classroom teachers, students and parents. 
Consequently, the majority of Special Need students pass 
standardized tests, complete graduation requirements and 
often continue on to higher educational institutions. 

There are students, who despite the supports 
that teachers, administrators, and guidance counselors 
have put in place, experience the frustration of repeated 
failure. NovaNet, a computer-based curriculum, is offered 
to students whose educational needs have not been met 
in the traditional classroom. Students in danger of failing 
or dropping out of school are offered the opportunity to 
complete courses through this program. The courses are 
not easy to pass; they require work and determination. 
One recent graduate used this program to become the first 
in his family to receive a high school diploma. NovaNet 
also offers students a wide range of courses that are not 
available at ORR. These include traditional introductory 
college bound courses as well as advanced placement 
courses. It is an option that successfully meets the needs 
of a few students. 

The technological world in which we reside is 
one that requires more and higher education. As a nation, 
we know that this is fact and that the wide divergence 
in education across this country must be addressed. In 
an effort to set minimum educational standards across

this nation, standardized tests were developed. They are 
a fact and they are not going to disappear. The reality is 
that schools will be judged on AYP and other statistics. 
Comparison between schools and among states will be 
made. We cannot escape standardized tests. We have to 
learn to live with the time that will be invested for the 
gathering and examination of the data. We may not like it, 
but "that's the way it is.'' 

Good education embraces change. Some of the 
changes that we (as parents, teachers and administrators) 
fight the most become very effective learning tools, while 
others fail and are discarded. It is important that we keep 
trying new ideas. 

There is so much GOOD at Old Rochester. 
Students are learning skills and mastering concepts. They 
meet and exceed many state standards. Many matriculate 
at very competitive colleges and universities. There 
are always things that we would or should change, or 
improve. But we should also focus on all of the children 
who have become responsible, well-educated adults 
because of the dedication of the teachers, administrators, 
parents and students of the Old Rochester Regional 
School District.

Mattapoisett Resident 
Heading to Afghanistan 

We all remember where 
we were that ill-fated Tuesday 
morning on September 11, 2001. 
It seems like it was yesterday, 
yet here we are 11 years later 
still fighting a war that began 
when those four pre-meditated 
terrorist attacks changed our 
country forever. For some, it 
was a day that instilled fear 

and sadness inside many Americans. But for others, it 
brought out their bravery and motivated them to fight 
for their country. 

That's exactly what 
happened for Mattapoisett 
resident Edward Sweeney, 
Jr. When 9/11 happened, he 
wanted to join the Army to 
help protect his country, but he 
thought he was too old. Three 
years ago, however, at the age 
of 38, Sweeney enlisted in the 
Army National Guard. Now, 
he is getting ready to deploy to 
Afghanistan. 

''He lives and breathes 
the Army National Guard," 
said Sweeney's wife Cheryl. 
"He's very passionate about 
the military." 

Sweeney, now 41, 
is one of 147 soldiers who 
comprise the 181st unit based 
out of Camp Edwards. The 
group is an engineering unit 
and is made up of plumbers, 
electricians and carpenters. 
Sweeney is a master plumber of 25 years. His unit is the 
first of its kind to deploy to Afghanistan. They will not 
only be performing typical military duties, but they will 
also be helping to rebuild Afghanistan. 

The unit is currently training in El Paso, Texas. 
At an undisclosed date over the next 3-6 weeks, they 
will deploy to Afghanistan for 10 months and will not be 
able to come home in the meantime. Back here in the Tri- 
Town, Cheryl and their two children Alexis and Michael 
will be awaiting his return. 

"The Army National Guard has made me as 
prepared as I could possibly be," said Cheryl. "I have 
a lot of support from my military family as well as my 
friends and family." 




Back here on the home front, 20-year-old 
Michael is stepping up to the plate to fill the fatherly 
duties around the house. From mowing the lawn and 
doing laundry to chipping in and driving Alexis to 
various afterschool activities, the family is working hard 
to stay strong while Edward is away. 

"My son is my rock," said Cheryl. "It is very 
important to have him here. He is being such a good role 
model for my daughter." 

Cheryl said it's her daughter who has had 
the hardest time coping with Edward's deployment, 
but thanks to several programs made possible by the 
Army National Guard, she has received grant money to 
participate in different activities to keep her occupied for 
the next 10 months. She is currently taking voice lessons. 

"The Army National 
Guard is very good to us. I feel 
like we have a lot of support," 
said Cheryl. 

It might be hard to 
say goodbye to a loved one 
for an extended period of 
time, especially when they are 
shipping off to a dangerous 
place, but for the Sweeney 
family, they know that Edward 
is exactly where he is supposed 
to be. 

"It has changed him. 
The last few years have been 
the best of our lives," said 
Cheryl. "It is his passion. 
It is his niche. It's what he 
was missing. He feels so 
passionately about his country." 

Cheryl said it's her 
husband's common sense and 
compassion paired with his 
skills as a master plumber that 
make him a good soldier. His 
qualities have not gone unnoticed, either, especially in 
their extended family. 

"He wanted to show our son and nephews that 
at his age, he could do it," said Cheryl. "Since then, one 
of our nephews went into the army full time and will be 
in Afghanistan full time in November. Another 19-year- 
old nephew of ours enlisted and left for basic training 
today. He's been a role model to them." 

The Sweeney family is currently relocating from 
their house in Mattapoisett to Rochester, where they will 
be staying until Alexis graduates from high school. From 
there, Edward hopes to join the military full time.

2016: Obama's America. Directed by Dinesh D'Souza 
and John Sullivan. Running time: 89 minutes. MPAA 
rating: PG. 

In 2016: Obama's America, the conservative writer 
Dinesh D'Souza tells us that America is being run not by 
Barack Obama II, but by Barack Obama Sr. Our current 
president barely knew his father, but, D'Souza argues, 
he carries out his father's anti-colonial ideals anyway. 
All of this was found in D'Souza's 2010 book The Roots 
ofOhama's Rage, which followed a Forbes article called 
''How Obama Thinks." In response to that article, a writer 
opined, "Dinesh D'Souza has authored what may pos- 
sibly be the most ridiculous piece of Obama analysis yet 
written." Who wrote that? Michael Moore? Howard Zinn? 
No, Daniel Larison in The American Conservative. Other 
conservatives have been scarcely more kind to D'Souza's 
blend of conspiracy theory and pop psychology. So it isn't 
just liberals who might have trouble swallowing 2016: 
Ohama's America. 

The first reel or so is almost The Dinesh D'Souza 
Story. D'Souza talks about his upbringing in Mumbai 
and his escape to the embrace of America. To hear him 
tell it, D'Souza and Obama are doppelgangers: both were 
born in 1961, both graduated from Ivy League colleges in 
1983, both even got married in 1992. We do not hear, alas, 
whether D'Souza and his wife attended Spike Lee's Do 
the Right Thing on their first date, as Barack and Michelle 
reportedly did. In any event, D'Souza feels emboldened 
by his life's parallel track to Obama' s, and he feels he is 
uniquely qualified to outline the ways in which Obama is 
a shadow radical bent on reducing America's power on 
the global stage. He understands Obama, you see. 

To make his case, D'Souza bends reality in 
small, weird ways (a baffling dramatization of a black 
man entering a bar, leading to two white men walking 
away, only, it turns out, to return with a birthday cake 
for their black friend — awww!) and in large, disingenu- 
ous ways. He lies about Obama's stance on Iran; he lies 
about Obama wanting to give the Falkland Islands back to 




I Argentina; he lies about Obama's sup- 
posed blocking of American oil drilling 
and support for Brazilian oil drilling; he 
even lies about the Churchill bust Obama 
allegedly removed from the Oval Office 
(it was on loan and was slated to be re- 
turned before Obama had any say in it). 
And the timing of D'Souza' s attempted 
slam-dunk on Obama's supposed gut- 
' ting of NASA in favor of "reaching out 
to Muslims" is hilarious, given what's 
trucking around on the surface of Mars as you read this. 

How is it as a movie? I had the same problem 
with it that I had with Michael Moore's Fahrenheit 9/11, 
to which 2016 is clearly intended as an heir apparent: it 
preaches to the converted. Moore, however, produced 
convincing documentation regarding the Bush family's 
ties with the bin Laden family, and he had a star witness 
in Lila Lipscomb, the former war supporter whose son 
died in Iraq. D'Souza has nobody comparable, though he 
tries to pull a gotcha with Obama's half-brother George, 
who seems, inconveniently for D'Souza, rather blase 
about the president's alleged neglect of him. Why hasn't 
the richer, more powerful Obama pulled his kin out of 
Nairobi squalor? Well, because George is an activist and 
chooses to live as he does. 

2016: Obama's America comes to seem like clown- 
ish alarmist speculation (the Middle East will become "the 
United States of Islam"!) taking place in an echo chamber 
of talking heads who, like D'Souza himself, have never 
spent time with Barack Obama. It ends with D'Souza's 
boyhood avatar staring out into the audience as D'Souza 
intones "The future is in your hands." At the end of all 
this, I was no more persuaded of Obama's anti-colonial 
agenda than I was before. The film moves fast, so that, 
while we're saying "Wait a minute," it's already on to 
the next theory, the next guilt-by-association fallacy, the 
next pearl of pop-psych wisdom. According to the film, 
Barack Obama is president because the American people 
wanted to feel good about finally electing a black man, 
even though he's half -white and that very half -whiteness 
made America comfortable with him. But, D'Souza is very 
sneakily saying, it's not Obama's white half you have to 
worry about. D'Souza, I recall, is the same man who in 
The Enemy at Home held liberals responsible for 9/11. Even 
Michael Moore said it was al-Qaeda.

program reduces the risk of prescription drugs being 
consumed inappropriately — either by accident or 
through illegal sale. Prescription medication abuse is 
becoming far more prevalent than common street drugs.
